—Pointed  buds  which  when  open  are  often  four  inches  across 
Dorothy  Perkins. — A very  valuable  vigorous  growing  Rambler  which  pro- 
duces shell  pink  flowers  in  clusters 

Ernest  Grandpier. — A very  valuable  variety  with  double  pure  white  flowers 
Excelsa. — Similar  to  Dorothy  Perkins  excepting  in  color  of  flowers,  which 

are  a lively  light  red 

Fraulein  Octave  Hesse. — Similar  to  Ernest  Grandpier  with  double  pink  flow- 
ers. A splendid  sort  

Gardenia.— Produces  nankeen  yellow  buds  which  open  waxy  white.. 

Gold  Finch.  — A yellow  flowering  Rambler 

Hiawatha.  —Single  ruby  carmine  flowers  with  white  centers  are  produced  in 

great  profusion 

Mary  Lovett. — Pure  glistening  white.  Simply  charming 

Philadelphia.  — Similar  toCrimson  Rambler  but  blooms  two  weeks  earlier... 
Silver  Moon.  — A giant  in  growth  with  light  yellow  buds  that  open  semi-dou- 
ble and  pure  silvery  white 

Tausendschoen. — Is  literally  covered  for  many  weeks  with  semi-double 
flowers  of  varied  shades  of  pink  and  white.  A fine  rose  in  every  way 
Vondel. — An  e verblooming  Climbing  Rose.  The  fragrant  flowers  are  apple 

blossom  pink  and  semi-double 

Wichuraiana. — A trailing  rose  that  hugs  the  ground  closely.  Has  dark  green 


glossy  foliage  and  single  white  flowers.
